— Parſon, Vicar, or Miniſter, and of both or one of the Churchwardens of the reſpe&ive Pariſhes where they dwell, 
* {and from whence they come, teſtifying according to the truch, That they have not at any time before been. touched 
by His Majeſty tothe intent to be healed of that Difeale. And all Miniſters and Churchwardens are hereby requi- 
-zed robe very careful ro examine iato the truth before they give ſuch Certificates, and allo to keep a Regiſter of ail 
Certificates they ſhall from time to time give. And to the end thar all His Ma jeſties Loving Subjets may the better |

 lickly in all Pariſh-Churches, and chen be affixt to ſome conſpicuous place there ; And that to that end the ſame
